Conditions in the Muskingum river 


south of the city seem to indi. ate 
that the people living along the river 
in tho vicinity of the Indian mound 
are in danger of having their proper- 
ty-flooded. 
A huge ice gorge has 


. formed in the river at this point and 
stretches as "far down stream as the 
eye can see. The gorge completely 
fills the river ond is causing the wat- 
er to rise at the rate of eight or ten 
inches an hour. Large blocks of ice 
are floating into the gorge continual- 
ly and are tending to increase the 
size of the ice blockade. 


A local man who drove along the 


river road this morning stated that 
at 7:30 the water was not over the 
road, but when he returned the water 
had risen high enough over the road 
to cover the horse's hoofs. He st»ted 
that the water is .continuing to rise 
and gives promise of flooding the low- 
lands 
in that 
vicinity unless the 


gorge is broken. 


The gorge in the Warsaw vicinity 


is still threatening danger to property 
and steps have been taken to dyna- 
mite the packed ice in tho stream and 
allow.it .to float down stream. The 
Frank Haines "property is still in dan- 
ger of destruction, and the ice in the 
river near his house is piled clear up 
to the top of the covered 
bridge. 


Should this gorge remain, in all prob- 
ability when a thaw comes property 
owners along the river would suffer 
much loss.
